It is interesiinj; to not<* that Mr. Hudson thinks tho woll-known 
“ vcf;ctatinj; cnterjiillar of New /calami will prove to be that of 
Porimi Mtiiri, Ihilh'r, and not of llep’mlus vinsceus^ Donbl. (Wo 
cannot iiml(‘rstaml why Mr. Moyrick and Mr. Hudson should con- 
tinue to place an insect so dissimilar from tho luiropean tyi)Cs of 
Ilepiidua in the same pMiiis.) Mr. Hudson has already pointed out 
(‘ Entumolo^dst/ xviii. ]). IK) ) that the larva of virescens lives 

in the sti lus of trees, and never p^oes bemsath tho ;;round even to 
pu])ate; and in the present work he remarks : — “The real point to 
he discovered is the jireeise s])L‘fie>< of Le])idoptcra this catorj»illar 
woulil develop into if net attacked hy the fungus; Init at ]»resent 
no (h'finite information has been olitnined on tho subject.” We do 
not remember that very tmich has been jmbli-hed on tho “ Ve<;e- 
tatin" Cater]tillar ” of late years, and we are sorry that ^Ir. Hudson 
has no more dehnitc information to givo us respecting it; and it is 
rather a pity that he has not given a detailed account of the cater- 
pillar, aecompanied with one or more figures, in the present work.

This is the first approxim itely complete and practical manual of 
tho Butterllies of Xorth America ; for the older publications on 
the subject are necessarily both obsolete and very incom])lete, and 
most modern books deal only with the fauna of a limited district, 
and are usually insufiiciently illustrated, or else are so costlj" as 
to be far beyond the reach of the ordinary student. So great was 
the ne (1 of such a book as Dr. Holland's that many of tho 
entomologists of the United States and Canada eagerly bought it 
on its first appearance, in many cases almost before it had got 
into the market at all ; and the first edition was nearly exhausted 
in less than a month after publication, as if it had been a new 
mwcl by a popular author; but, we imagine, a quite unprecedented 
ev( lit in the history of any entomological book. 

Hith< rto Dr. llnllimd has ehiclly been known to entomologists 
by his jiapeis on African Lepidoptcra, but he has not neglected 
those of hi> own country, and has had the good fortune to be ablo 
to form one of tho most coinjilete collections and libraries in North 
America relating to the subject. The present volume contains over 
a thousand coloured figures, a large jiroportion taken from the actual 
topical specimens, and no less than lo^> s[)ccics aro here illustrated 
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in colour for the first time. Witli exceptions noticed below, every 
si>ecies of biitterfiy found on the continent of North America from 
the Gulf of Mexico to the Arctic Circle is thus illustrated. Five of 
the earlier plates are devoted to larviv and piipa\ 

There are also nearly 200 plain illustrations in the text, illustrating 
details of the earlier stages of biitierfiies, a])paratiis, ncuration, &c., 
and Mecfatlujmus The author adds that there are about 125 

other species, chiefly llesjx'riidic, wliich have not been mentioned ; 
but wo may take it that tlicse arc obscure and little-known species 
occurring in ont-of-tbe-way ])arts of the country, and that, as 
regards all the more accessible ])aits of North America, bis book 
may bo relied upon as practically complete. We regret, however, 
that the omitted .species should not have been iucludcd in an 
appendix, however brief — were it onl}’ a mere list of names. 

The letterpress is divided into three sections. The Introduc- 
tion contains four chapters on the Life-history and Anatomy of 
Butterflies; the Capture, Preparation, and Preservation of S[tecimens; 
the Classification of Butterflies ; and Books about North- American 
Butterflies. 

The hulk of the hook consists of descriptions (necessarily, hut not 
undul}', brief) of the Butterflies of North America north of !^^exico, 
thus covering the whole ground np to the houndaiics of Messrs. 
Godman and Salvin’s ‘ Biologia Centrali-Americana.’ The arrauge- 
ment followed is NyinphaVulcv (including Lihytheinre\ Lemoniidee^ 
LyccBnidiPy (including and (including 

Megathymime). Scattered through the hook are various digressions 
and quotations, poetical and other. 

AVe hope that the author will carry out his intention of continu- 
ing his work by a book on the Moths of North America likewise, 
for such a work would he of still greater scientific and general 
value than even that before us. 

Dr. Holland appears to have done his work very well, and we 
hope that it will also he appreciated on this side of the Atlantic, 
for there are surely many British and European entomologists who 
will be glad of an opportunity of making themselves acquainted 
with a fauna which presents such a remarkable resemblance to 
our own ; though, apart from the presence of some purely American 
or representative forms, the proportion which the number of species 
of the various groups bears to each other in Europe and North 
America is often strangely different ; for example, the Satyrince, 
which form the bulk of the middle-sized butterflies in Europe, are 
very poorly represented in North America.
